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In this report we present seasonal wind roses for Ontario wind 
stations based on data collected by the atnospheric Environment 
Service of Environment Canada and the Air Resources Branch of 
Environment Ontario. These are soon to be supplemented by 
statistics from wind stations operated by Ontario Hydro. 

The report also shows unbiased wind roses where it was felt to 
be appropiate.
